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RSPORT FROM THE PRESIDINT 


On 18th July I wrote to the Chairman, CAMD, confirming 
the end to our negotiations, This was reported to the Secretary 
of the Department of Science, to the Presidents of the Academy 
of Science and of the interested Societies, and to Councillors 
and other advisers. 


Since negotiations had proved unsuccessful, the Society, 
as resolved by the last AGM, was "free to seek repeal". The 
Executive, after careful consideration, agreed that a direct 
approach to the Minister for Science requesting repeal of 
Customs Regulation 13A was the only course now available to 
the Society. 


with extensive collaboration from my advisers, a substantial 
case was prepared, comprising a 5-page letter plus 10 pages of 
new and 10 of pre-existing supporting information in six attach- 
ments, and on 16th September I wrote to the Minister for Science 
and Consumer Affairs on the Society's behalf, seeking reneal of 
Customs Regulation 13A. A copy, with a similar request, was sent 
to the idinister for Police and Customs. Both Ministers replied 
that they were considering our request. 


I wrote also to the President of the Australian Academy of 
Science, enclosing a copy and asking that the Council of the 
Academy night consider the Society's case for repeal. The 
secretary ?Biological Sciences) informed me on 24th October that 
the Council of the Academy had resolved to appoint a committee 
of biological Fellows of the Academy to consider and report to 
Council on the Customs Regulation 13A legislation, in the light 
of developments that have arisen from its promulgation in July 


1973. 


Another copy of our submission was sent to the President of 
the Australian Society for Parasitology, and that Society wrote 
to the Minister supporting our case, as also did the President 
of the Entomological Society of Victoria. 


In expectation that the Minister might receive a deputation 
from the Society, further supporting information has recently 
been gathered, including an assessment of the loss of holotypes, 
which was the stated reason for the legislation. Tnis proved so 
illuminating that it is reproduced here:

On 27th October the Minister for Science and Consumer 
Affairs conveyed to me his decision not to take action to 
withdraw Regulation 13A, and his intention to adopt the 
16/12/74 Guidelines (as circulated to Members before the AGI 
in January 1975). There are strong indications in the Minister's 
letter that his advice has come from the same sources that were 
criticised in my letter to him. He apparently either does not 
regard the Australian Entomological Society as representing the 
Opinions of almost all entomologists, professional and amateur, 
in Australia, or else he does not consider that Australian 
entomologists other than his own immediate advisers are 
competent to state the needs and ethics of their science. 


The Executive considers that Members should be fully 
informed concerning the Society's submission to the “Minister 
and his reply, and copies of the correspondence will be posted 
to Members shortly. 


I should be interested to have comments from Members with 
recent experience of the operation of Regulation 13A, and with 
experience between now and our AGM next May of its further 
operation under the 16/12/74 Guidelines. 


I should also report that the Linnean Society of New 
South Wales has invited me to present the case against legis- 
lation at its seminar on "Types and Scientific Nationalism" 
to be held at Science House in Sydney on 29th November. 


I take this opportunity to thank my numerous advisers for 
their promot responses, which I am often not able to acknowledge 
by letter.

Notes on table of holotype locations (p.63) 


(1) Selection of the sample was based entirely on availability 
of workers who could provide up-to-date information from their 
catalogues. 


(2) In summary, of 8,337 holotypes (including lectotypes and 
neotypes), 54% are in Australia, 45% were lodged overseas up 
to 1950, and 1% have been lodged overseas since 1950. 


(3) Of the 116 holotypes lodged overseas since 1950, at least 
60% could not have been afected by Regulation 13A had it been 

in operation at the time, as the specimens were already overseas. 
Enquiry into the remaining 40% is still incomplete. 


(4) We are most grateful to all who provided this information.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


Dr. H.E. Paterson left the Department of Zoology of the 
University of W.A., to take up the Chair of Zoology at the 
University of Witwatersrand, Johannesburg, South Africa. His 
contribution to Australian entomology will be greatly missed. 


Dr. L. Koch of the W.A. Museum has been awarded a Ph.D. 
from the University of Reading, U.K. His thesis was on "The 
taxonomy, evolution and zoogeography of Australian=Papuan 
scorpions", 


Mr. Eric Holm, after 24 years with CSIRO in Perth, is 
transferring to Canberra in January to join Murray Wallace 
to work on mites associated with dung beetles. 


Dr. Michael van den Berg of South Africa, after collecting 
insects that feed on Acacia in W.A., is moving to Sydney to 
continue his work. 


Alec Mahon of CSIRO has reported massive increases in 
the recently introduced mite Anyspis, used to control the 
red-legged earth mite. He has retiatcl buted some 200,000 mites 
to new sites in W.A.

TASMANIA: 


Outbreak of southern armyworm 


A particularly severe outbreak of southern armyworm, 
Persectania ewingii (Westw.) appears to be a distinct 
possibility in Tasmania this summer. During late August and 
September large numbers of larvae were reported in pastures 
in the south east, in some instances in the vicinity of 
200 larvae per sq. m. These had seriously damaged the grass 
component of the pastures, and in many paddocks the larvae had 
also crawled up the stems of the pale rush (Juncus pallidus) 
and eaten the tough outer covering of the stems, leaving the 
pith waving in the wind. Pupae were also found in the field 
during the spring. Further, very large numbers of adults were 
taken at light traps at Cressy, Elliott and Ouse during September 
and up till the time of writing this note in mid-October. 


Adults of the larval parasites Paniscus productus Brulle 
and Ichneumon promissorius Erich. were common in pastures in 
early October, and a few larvae were found that were parastized 
by a small braconid. Some diseased larvae were also seen in the 
field, and many apparently healthy larvae died soon after being 
taken to the laboratory.

Defoliation of eucalypt forest at Risdon 


Severe defoliation of er viminalis and 5.amygdalina 
in the Risdon area, near Hobart, has prompted many enquiries. 
The insect responsible is a colourful green looper caterpillar 
which has not yet been identified. The loopers have now completed 
feeding and have formed loose silk cocoons in the soil at the 
bases of affected trees. The whole area has a reddish appearance 
caused by the colour of the defoliated twigs. Sawflies (Perga sp.) 
have also been active in the area, defoliating roadside trees 
particularly. 


Many silver wattles (Acacia dealbata) in association with 
the eucalypts, and in private gardens adjoining the area, were 
completely defoliated by larvae of Pyrgo orvhana (Chrysomelidae).

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VICTORIA: 
Victorian Plant Research Institute 


Congratulaticns to our Immediate Past President, Tom Hogan, 
who has been awarded a Doctorate of Agricultural Science by the 
University of Melbourne. Dr. Hogan's thesis concerned the 
biology and control of locusts and crickets, with special 
reference to the diapause of Teleogryllus commodus (Walk. ), 
leading to a concept of a genetic approach to population 
Suppression likely to have application to a number of insect 
pest species. 


Dr. Hogan as head of the Entomology Section of the Department 
of Agriculture has divided his time between reasearch administra- 
tion and active participation in research projects. He was a 
pioneer of aerial spraying of locusts in Australia. He has 
represented the Department on numerous committees, and at 
conferences at home and overseas. In 1972 he represented Australia 
at the FAO conference on integrated control and pest management 
in Rome, and he recently visited the USSR as a member of the 
Australian delegation appointed to arrange details of the entomo- 
logy section of the bilateral science agreement between Australia 
and the USSR. 


Dr. John MacFarlane has recently been appointed Officer-in- 
Charge of the new Fly Suppression Unit. The Unit is a special 
section of the Entomology Branch, and will be located at Burnley 
Gardens. Initially the Unit will be concerned with locating major 
fly-breeding localities in the Melbourne metropolitan area, and 
in generally defining the Melbourne fly problem. Emphasis will 
be placed on the use of techniques of sanitation and management 
which make waste material physically unsuitable for fly breeding. 
It is believed that much can be done to reduce the large housefly 
outbreaks that occur in parts of the suburban area in late summer. 
It is also hoved to imvrove suppression of other nuisance flies 
Such as blowflies and stable flies. Plans are well under way for 
construction of a $70,000 building for the Unit incorporating 
laboratory and office facilities. 


CSIRO Division of Building Research 


Dr. John French is experimenting with attractants for 
termites and elm bark beetles. Candidate attractants are being 
assessed for use in monitoring termite populations. A trial 
recently commenced in Darwin, in ccllaboration with Mr. Bob 
Paton, in which fungal rotted wood blocks are to be assessed 
as attractants for Mastotermes darwiniensis. Following the work 
of Nutting and Havati in Arizona, an exploratory trial comparing 
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toilet rolls and wooden pegs for attracting termites was set up 
at Walpeup, Vic. Within two months all 60 rolls used had been 
attacked by termites, and the trial so far indicates that they 
are much superior to the pegs for assessment of termite popula- 
tions. 


Elm bark beetle attractant traps of the type referred to 
in the February News Bulletin have been set up on elm trees 
in Melbourne, Ararat and Hamilton in Victoria, and in Adelaide 
in South Australia, to assess beetle distribution. First flights 
for the season in Melbourne, where the beetles are known to 
occur, are recorded in mid-October. 


Department of Zoology, Monash University 


The Department is holding a 6-day workshop on microbial 
control of insects, commencing on 24 November. The workshop 
will be conducted by Dr. Dudley Pinnock of the Department of 
Entomological Sciences, University of California, assisted by 
Dr. George Ettershank of Monash University. Use of viral, 
bacterial, fungal and nematode pathogens will be discussed, 
and demonstrations of bioassay and handling techniques will be 
given.

AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY: 


CSIRO Division of Entomology has recently received visits 
from two Swedish scientists. Dr. K.J. Hedqvist of the Swedish 
Museum of Natural History visited Sdgar Riek, and Dr. Gunnar 
Vedegard of the Laboratory of Resistance Biology of the National 
Institute for Plant Protection paid a short visit to Laurie Clark. 


Ian Common and Murray Upton were attached to a party from 
the W.A. Department of Fisheries and Wildlife who were under- 
taking a biological survey of the Drysdale River area in the 
northern Kimberley region. The party spent three weeks in this 
little known area, under trying conditions where transport was 
by helicopter.

PAPUA NEW GUINEA: 


Congratulations to Dr. Lin Gressitt who was awarded the 
Gregory Medal at the Pacific Science Conference in Vancouver, 
for service to Pacific science - work in China, SE Asia, 
Micronesia, Polynesia and Melanesia, and at the Wau Ecology 
Institute. Also included was Lin's work in organising fellow- 
Ships and developing the Pacific-wide collections at the 
Bishop Museum, Hawaii, which now contains the third largest 
insect collection in the USA. 


Wau Ecology Institute has expanded considerably during the 
past year, and during November held a lab dedication and 
Symposium in honour of the new facilities. 


The first meeting of the PNG Entomological Society was 
held at the University in August, when Dr. Geoff Foster of 
CSIRO in Canberra gave an illustrated talk on the genetic 
control of the sheep blowfly. The meeting was well attended, 
and I hope the first of many. Dr. Foster was in Port Moresby 
for talks with the CSIRO Screw-worm Unit staff. 


Dr. Phil Spradbery spent a few days during October 
Surveying a serious screw-worm outbreak among some recently 
imported New Zealand sheep near Goroka in the Eastern Highlands. 


During late September an expedition from the University 
climbed the 15,000 ft Mount Wilhelm in the Chimbu District of 
the Eastern Highlands, looking at high altitude Lenidoptera, 
bracken insects and ant plants.

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NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF QUEENSLAND: 


Recent meetings of the society have covered a wide field 
of entomological endeavour. In May, Dr. Max Whitten of CSIRO 
Division of Entomology in Canberra, spoke on "Using a pest insect 
for its own control", and referred to the sheep blowfly work in 
progress. During the Notes and Exhibits meeting in June we 
learned about the control of salt marsh mosquitoes, new intro- 
ductions for the biological control of plant pests in the State, 
further insights into cattle tick histology and behaviour, 
suspected DDT toxicity to sweet corn plants, biology of the 
tobacco stem borer, giant subterranean cockroaches, and were 
able to view postage stamps, First Day Covers and cigarette cards 
with entomological themes - a marvellous mixed bag indeed! 


In July Dr. Malcolm Campbell of the Entomology Department, 
University of Queensland, gave an insight into the biology of 
Culicoides brevitarsis, the biting midge suspected of being a 
vector of bovine ephemeral fever, that might assume frightening 
importance if bluetongue virus of sheep ever enters Australia. 


Don Sands of the CSIRO Screw-worm Unit in Port Moresby, a 
butterfly man from way back who has travelled extensively in 
Papua New Guinea during the past few years, compared butterfly 
habitats and distributions in PNG and northern Australia at the 
September meeting; and in October Dr. G.W. Saunders, first 
Director of the newly formed Queensland National Parks and 
Wildlife Services and a past President of the society, spoke on 
"Some aspects of nature conservation".

OBITUARIES 


We regret to report the death of John George Brooks at his 
home in Cairns on 18 September at the age of 65. 


George Brooks, one of the best known and most respected 
amateur entomologists in this country, was active in the field 
and a valued guide and helper to entomologist visitors to 
north Queensland for more than 40 years. 


Born in Townsville on 4 February 1910, he lived until he 
was 13 in Geraldton, W.A., where his lifelong interest in insects 
was sparked off by the variety and beauty of the Western Austra- 
lian Buprestidae. His family having returned to Mackay in 1923, 
he was educated at Thornborough College, Charters Towers, and 
the University of Queensland, where in 1923 he was one of the 
first to qualify as a dental surgeon. During the war years 
(1940-46) he served in the Royal Australian Army Dental Corps 
in Australia and New Guinea and held the rank of Captain. 
Returning to civilian life in 1946 he took up practice in 
Cairns where he lived for the remainder of his life. 


He began his collection of Coleoptera in 1929 and was 
encouraged and helped with identifications by Henry Hacker, 
entomologist at the Queensland Museum. Later, Brooks corresponded 
with H.J. Carter in Sydney, Keith McKeown at the Australian 
Museum, and with the Department of Entomology at the British 
Museum (Natural History) in London. To all of these he presented 
valuable material in return for identifications. In this way 
he built up one of the finest collections of Australian Coleo- 
ptera in existence. The collection includes about 4600 identified 
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species, about one quarter of the Australian species so far 
recognised, and a much higher proportion of the known Queensland 
species. 


Brooks was a most experienced collector who made use of 
all the known techniques - and worked the area within reach, 
from Townsville to Cooktown, with great thoroughness. Collecting 
by informed amateur collectors is of major importance to 
Australian entomology for the good reason that in such a large 
country only the resident collector can exploit favourable 
conditions as they arise. Brooks was aware of this and he made 
the most of the advantages of his situation. 


His scientific education and training in manipulative 
skills enhanced the value of his entomological work so that his 
collection is a model of order and meticulous care. He appreciated 
the value of accurate data and kept records of host plants (he 
oublished records of the host plants of 308 species of Coleoptera 
in the North Queensland Naturalist in 1948 and 1965). Although 
he described no new species himself he was the collector of many 
new species that were described by others. 


George Brooks became a member of the Entomological Society 
of Queensland in 1932, and was made an Honorary Member in 1968. 
He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Entomological Society of 
London in 1938, and he was a Foundation Member of the Australian 
Entomological Society. 


The loss of George Brooks will be felt by entomologists in 
many parts of the world who, as visitors to north Queensland, 
have been helped by him. To his father and to his sons John and 
Edward we extend our sincere sympathy.

Alexander Stock (Alex to his many friends) was born in 
Austria in 1912. He obtained his doctorate from the University 
of Vienna for a thesis on regeneration of appendages in the 
phasmid Carausius, on which he worked under the guidance of 
Professor Hans Przibram. Shortly afterwards he found himself a 
penniless refugee in Britain (both his parents were murdered by 
the Nazis) and eventually found his way to Edinburgh, where he 
was awarded another Ph.D. for a thesis on regeneration in sabellid 
worms. During the Second World War he held junior teaching posts 
in the University of London, and he came to Australia in 1949 to 
take up the post of Lecturer in Zoology at what was then the New 
England University College of the University of Sydney. 


His enthusiasm, scholarship and teaching ability were an 
immense help in developing the biological sciences in what was 
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soon to become the University of New England; it was the 
beginning of the 26 years’ close personal friendship and 
professional collaboration between us, of which it is my sad 
duty here to record the ending. His talents brought him rapid 
promotion to Senior Lecturer and then Associate Professor. In 
1965, unhappily not until after the premature death of his much 
loved wife, he received the unusual honour of being elected to 
a personal Chair in Zoology, on the recommendation of a distin- 
guished group of zoologists in Australia and overseas. 


Throughout his career, Alex regarded himself not so much 
an entomologist as an invertebrate zoologist who worked with 
insects when it suited his objectives. His immense fund of 
knowledge of insect histology, cytology and ultrastructure, 
and of preparative and cytochemical techniques for both light 
and electron microscopy made his advice greatly sought after 
by many entomologists and others. His reluctance to publish 
his own work, as distinct from the studies on regeneration in 
cockroaches in which he collaborated with me and with others, 
sprang partly from modesty, partly from diffidence about his 
English (which was in fact excellent, fluent and idiomatic), 
and partly from sheer disgust and contempt about the "publish 
or perish" trend, which he regarded as counter-productive of 
ideas as distinct from verbiage. 


By November 1974 he knew that the operations he had under- 
gone had failed to prevent the spread of cancer in his systen. 
With great calmness and courage he set out to ensure that his 
long illness placed the fewest possible burdens on others; he 
was teaching actively, and carrying the considerable administra-~- 
tive burden of head of the Zoology department until the beginning 
of July 1975, only two months before his death. His physician 
commented that his survival for so long was attributable to 
sheer courage and will-power. These qualities, with his broad 
fund of learning, his love of music, poetry and drama, his 
capacity for loyal friendship and his attachment to the highest 
ideals of scholarship and conduct, in practice as well as in 
principle, endeared him to many. He will not be forgotten by 
the many students whom he helped to establish a career in 
zoology or entomology, and he will surely live long in the 
memories of all his contemporaries, colleagues and friends. 

He is survived by one son and two grandsons, to whom we 
extend our sympathy.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


In the last issue of the Bulletin, Dr. Mackey summarised 
the "Guide to foreign research workers seeking research permits 
in Papua New Guinea". The Institute of Papua New Guinea Studies 
has advised that the guidelines were designed to protect Papua 
New Guinea nationals from too many anthropologists and film- 
makers, and that visiting scientists may be referred to the 
Institute by the Department of Immigration, but no formal 
applications or fees are required for visits of less than one 
month. 


Dr. Mackey also made reference to the comments and corres- 
pondence relating to the export and import of insects and noted 
that the facts concerning those were fairly stated by Mr. 
Johnston. To quote from previous correspondence in the Bulletin: 
"Papua New Guinea professional entomologists have found serious 
delays in obtaining permits to export non-protected insects” 
(Vol 11 Part 1); "It was established that there were often long 
delays in obtaining export permits"; "it was established that 
a large number of resident and visiting entomologists were facing 
long delays in obtaining permits" (Vol 11 Part 3). There is 
little evidence to support these statements. 


Having contacted all but two members of the Australian 
Entomological Society who are resident in Papua New Guinea, 
none reported delays in obtaining export permits during the 
previous 12 months and prior to this only Dr. Mackey and Mr. 
Johnston had suffered delays. One rejection of an application 
to export insects (by a non-member of the Society) was noted, 
but this was a consignment of butterflies to a dealer in Australia, 
and commercial export of insects by expatriates is forbidden. 
There have been some cases of visiting entomologists failing to 
obtain their permits before leaving Papua New Guinea, but in 
virtually all cases the visits were of very short duration and 
did not allow sufficient time for the normal processing of 
export documents. 


To help allay the fears of "demoralized" Papua New Guinea 
resident entomologists and "amazed and appalled" scien tific 
acquaintances abroad, the procedure for exporting and importing 
insects for scientific purposes are as follows: 


Exporting: application for a permit is made on the appropriate 
Department of Agriculture, Stock and Fisheries form, giving names 
and addresses of applicant and consignee, the main groups of 
insects and their approximate numbers. The statutory declaration 
on the reverse of the form must be signed and witnessed by a J.P. 
The declaration concerns awareness of the protected birdwing 
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butterflies and an undertaking not to take such protected fauna, 
and also details of the lodgment of paratypes of new species in 
insect collections. Two copies of the permit are issued by the 
Conservator of Fauna (who is also the Director of DASF), one of 
which should accompany the consignment. 


Pop ori application is made by letter to the Animal Industry 
ranch of DASF requesting authorisation to import dead insect 
material of specified groups. On receipt of specimens, the 

DASF should be notified of the insect groups or species and 
their country of origin. 


I trust that in future expatriate entomologists will check 


their information before criticising the bureaucracy of the 
host country in overseas publications.

AUSTRALIA/USSR SCIENCE AGREEMENT - ENTOMOLOGY 


From 5-19 July an entomological group (Mr. S.W. Bailey, 
Dr. T.W. Hogan, Professor D. Kettle, Mr. T. Passlow and Dr. D.F. 
Waterhouse) visited USSR, at the invitation of the Australian 
Department of Foreign Affairs, which is responsible for 
implementing the recent Australian/USSR Science Agreement. 
The purpose of the visit was to discuss with a group of Soviet 
counterpart entomologists areas of possible future collaboration 
within the broad field of entomology that might be fostered 
under this agreement. The list below of possible areas was drawn 
up to serve as a basis for a more detailed consideration during 
the return visit to Australia by the Soviet group, which is 
expected in early December. Although it may prove feasible to 
extend the list of possible areas of collaboration, it is already 
quite clear that financial support is unlikely to be available 
to support exchange visits on more than a very small number of 
topics in any one year. 


It would be of very great value to the Australian group if 
a list of specific problems of interest to Australian workers 
could be drawn up as soon as possible, particularly if these 
fitted into one of the categories mentioned. What is required 
is outline proposals for either shorter or longer visits (1-12 
months) by named individuals who are interested (and likely to 
be available) to visit USSR during 1976 or 1977. It is expected 
that all expenses associated with the visit will be met for the 
scientists concerned but not for their families, either by our 
Department of Foreign Affairs or by the Soviet authorities, 
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Please send your comments on the proposed fields of co-

Proposed fields of cooperation: 


I. Development of methods of integrated pest control (particularly 
for cotton, maize, apples, lucerne and crucifers). 


(1) Studies of methods of monitoring pest populations.

(3) Forecasting of pest outbreaks. 
(4) Methods of studying pest dispersal and migration. 
(5) Use of pheromones for pest monitoring and control. 


(6) Studies of action of hormones and their possible appli- 
cation in pest control. 


(7) Control by utilization of genetic strains of pests. 
(8) Use of resistant crop strains. 
(9) Studies of chemicals used in pest control and of pest 
strains resistant to vesticides. 
II. Use of entomophages and pathogens for the control of pests 
damaging crops. 
(1) Entomophages and their use in pest control. 
(2) Use of microbial preparations in pest control. 
(3) Use of parasitic nematodes in pest control. 
III. Studies on complexes of insect, mite and weed pests and 


of their natural enemies and the factors regulating their 
abundance. 


(1) Numerical studies of pests and pest complexes (particularly 
for crops mentioned in Section I). 


(2) Bcological, physiological and biochemical mechanisms (e.g. 
diapause) and their significance for the dispersal and 
introduction of insects (including entomophages and 
specialized phytophages affecting weeds). 


IV. Problems of taxonomy, systematics and phylogeny of insects. 


(1) Studies of Australian entomofauna, especially of entomo- 
phages, aculeate Hymenoptera and desert insects.

V. Studies on improved methods of preventing damage by pests 
to stored products. 


(1) Development of improved chemical methods. 
(2) Development of non-chemical methods. 


FURTHER REQUEST RELATED TO THIS AGREEMENT: 


The situation outlined by Dr. Waterhouse in the preceding 
notice raises a distinct possibility that Soviet taxonomists 
might visit this country to assist in studying our fauna. It 
is envisaged that they might borrow material selected from 
existing collections, and also mount field expeditions for 
additional collecting. The actual studies would be done in 
USSR. 


It would seem desirable to channel such activities as far 
as possible into the areas of greatest need. For guidance in 
forthcoming discussions, I would therefore be glad to receive 
from taxonomists any suggestions as to insect groups that might 
be given a high priority; and, if known, the names of any 
relevant specialists in USSR. Any general comments on the matter 
would also be welcome. To be effective, your response should 
preferably reach me before 10 December.

INTERESTING LEPIDOPTERA IN NORTHERN NEW SOUTH WALES: 


At Ballina on 15.i1.1973 a female dark ciliate blue (Anthene 
seltuttus affinis) in mint condition was taken in association 
with cornelians and glistening blues. The dark ciliate blue 
(identity confirmed by Dr. C.G. Miller) is decidedly outside its 
range as given by Common and Waterhouse (southern limit given as 
Yeppoon, Qld.). 


On 2.1.1974, 15 km north of Bonalbo (west of Lismore), cupids 
(Euchrysops cnejus cnidus) and common imperial blues (Jalmenus 
evagoras evagoras) were taken commonly. The cupids were flying 
close to the ground and the imperial blues were taken flying 
around young gum trees. 


pat ed pin Park, 18 km ha Lismore, on 30.i.1974, white 
nymphs (Mynes geoffroyi guerini) were taken in large numbers. 

I took 15 specimens in 1 hour, and other collectors took up to 
26 specimens. Although a close search was made for larval and 
pupal stages, none was found. 


On 6.v.1975 a male Australian leafwing (Doleschallia 
bisaltide australis) was taken in almost mint condition at my 
ome, km SE of Lismore. This is outside its previously 
recorded flying period for New South Wales.

Although extensive collections of Darwin's correspondence 
are available at the American Philosophical Society, in the 
Cambridge University Library, and in other research libraries 
and archives, the editiom can be made definitive only through 
the generous cooperation of the possessors of smaller lots of 
Darwin's widely scattered correspondence. It is hoped that 
librarians, collectors, scholars, antiquarian booksellers, and 
others with knowledge of Darwiniana will feel disposed to 
contribute their help to this project, which will make available 
for the first time materials that will be basic to future 
scholarship on Darwin and the history of 19th century science.
